the Addition of their Anguiſh, ſo much Remains 
of Senſe, as to know what they were to ſuffer at 
the Approach of theſe inhuman Creatures, who 
never came to bring them treſh Straw, or that poor 
Pitance ot Food allowed for the ſupport of their 
miſerable Lives, but they ſaluted them with Stripes 
in a manner fo cruel, as if they delighted in inflig- 
ing Pain, excuſing themſelves in this Barbarity, by 
ſay ing there was a neceſſity to keep them in Awe; 
as if Chains and Nakedneſs, and the ſmall Portion 
f wretched Subſtenance they ſuffered them to take 
; nor ſufficient to humble their Fellow-Creatures. 
Beſides, what is there to be ſeared from thoſe help- 
leſs Objects of Compaſſion, who being hand- cuffed, 
and the Fetters on their Legs faſt bolted into the 
Floor, can ſtir no farther than the length of their

Chain! Yet with Barbarity do theſe pityleſs 
Monſters exert the Power they have over them, 
that whoever is witneſs of ir, would imagine they 
were rather placed there for the Puniſhment of ſome 
Capital Crime, for which Law has provided no 
ſufficient Torture, than for the Cure of a Diſeaſe, 
by their neareſt and deareſt Relations 

Io find herſelf in ſuch a Place, and that it was 
made fo ſecure by Locks, by Bolts, and Bars, that 
all Thoughts of making her Eſcape would be in 
vain, was enough to have made a Woman leſs en- 
dued with Fortitude, conſent to any thing for her 
Enlargment ; but ſhe, in the midit of her Diſtreſs, 
juſtly reflecting that thoſe who cquld be capable of
